He said he does not know what her persuasion is, that is, her political 
beliefs and ideology. He stated everything he has ever heard about her 
has been entirely complimentary, therefore, he would have no reason whatsoever, 
to furnish ary adverse comments concerning her character, associates and 
loyalty.
